II.  Every  reasonable  effort  will  be  made  by  the  officers  of 
the  Society  and  those  in  charge  of  the  grounds  to  protect  the 
property  on  exhibition  from  loss  or  damage,  but  the  Society 
will  not  hold  itself  responsible  should  loss  or  damage  occur. 

III.  All  articles  which  are  the  product  of  the  soil  must  be 
entered  in  the  name  of  the  producer.  Those  showing  hand- 
iwork or  SKILL  must  be  entered  in  the  name  of  the  one 
whose  skill  they  exhibit  ;  such  may  be  individuals,  firms  or 
factories.  They  must  have  been  made  within  three  years  and 
not  exhibited  at  any  former  Fair  of  this  Society.  All  other 
property  must  be  entered  in  the  name  of  the  ACTUAL  OWNER. 
Any  violation  of  this  rule  will  bar  the  violator  from  compet- 
ing for  any  premium  whatever,  and  render  him  and  his  ex- 
hibit liable  to  expulsion  from  the  grounds. 

IV.  Should  any  person  misrepresent  his  exhibit,  and  a  pre- 
mium be  awarded  upon  it,  such  premium  may  be  withheld 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

V.  Drunkenness,  quarreling,  or  the  use  of  profane  or  ob- 
scene language,  also  gambling,  pool-selling,  or  other  games 
of  chance,  will  not  be  allowed  on  the  grounds  ;  nor  fire- 
works, petroleum,  gunpowder,  matches,  or  any  other  objec- 
tionable or  dangerous  materials  whatever.

X.  Each  Department  will  he  under  the  special  charge  of 
one  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  be  known 
as  the  Director  of  that  Department.  lie  will  oversee  the  ar- 
rangement of  all  articles  offered  for  exhibition  in  his  Depart- 
ment, and  have  control  of  the  space  assigned  to  it.  He  will 
be  assisted  in  his  duties  by  a  special  Superintendent,  who 
will  receive  all  exhibits,  take  personal  charge  of  them,  coun- 
tersign the  exhibitors'  coupons,  and  deliver  the  articles  on 
the  surrender  of  his  countersigned  coupons  at  the  close  of 
the  Fair.

Premiums  will  not  be  paid  to  parties 
having  exhibits,  where  it  is  proven  that  they  accompanied  the 
Judges  when  awarding  the  premiums.  The  awards,  when  com- 
pleted, shall  be  signed  by  the  Judge,  and  also  by  the  Director, 
who  will  take  charge  of  the  book  and  return  it  to  the  Secre- 
tary. As  the  awards  are  made,  the  Director  or  his  Superin- 
tendent will  attach  the  ribbon  indicating  the  award. 

XII.  vShould  any  of  the  Judges  previously  selected  fail  to 
be  present,  the  Director  of  each  Department  is  authorized  to 
select  others  to  fill  the  vacancies,  always  endeavoring  to 
select  persons  duly  qualified  by  their  pursuits  or  experience- 
to  make  correct  awards  in  each  special  Department.

Much  trouble  and 
annoyance  may  be  avoided  by  compliance  with  this  regula- 
tion. 

XIV.  Entries  may  be  made  in  person  or  by  letter.  In 
making  entries  it  will  be  necessary  to  give  the  name  of  the 
article,  the  name  and  postoffice  address  of  the  exhibitor,  and 
the  premium  number  under  which  the  article  entered  is  to 
compete.  This  is  especially  necessary  in  order  that  the  article 
may  be  properly  entered.  No  entry  fee  for  articles  exhibited 
will  be  required. 

XV.  Kach  exhibitor  will  be  furnished  with  a  tag  for  each 
entry,  having  a  coupon  attached,  which  he  will  carefully 
fasten  to  his  exhibit,  and,  taking  it  to  the  Department  to 
which  it  belongs,  will  be  assigned  space  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  that  Department,  who  will  see  that  it  is  properly  dis- 
played ;  detaching  the  coupon,  will  countersign  it  and  return 
it  to  the  exhibitor.

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THE  ISLAND  BEACH  HOTEL. 


The  Coast  of  North  Carolina,  from  near  the  head  of  Curri- 
tuck Sound  on  the  Northeastern  boundary  of  the  State,  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Cape  Fear  river  at  the  Soritheastern  extremity, 
is  fringed  with  a  line  of  sandy  barriers,  of  from  a  few  hun- 
dred yards  to  half  a  mile  in  width.  On  the  one  side  the  ocean 
beats  its  thunderous  surge  in  time  of  storm  ;  more  often  it 
washes  the  shore  in  measured  stroke,  as  calm  outside  the  line 
of  surf,  which  never  suspends  its  ceaseless  roll,  as  the  placid 
sheet  of  water  which  spreads  itself  between  the  banks  and  the 
low  shores  of  the  mainland  beyond.  These  banks  are  wholly 
composed  of  pure  sand,  white  as  the  driven  snow,  and  like 
the  snow,  have  been  tossed  by  the  winds  into  heaps  and  drifts, 
an  illusive  wintry  landscape,  but  wrought  into  natural  har- 
mony by  the  verdant  patches  of  the  sea  rushes  and  the  beau- 
tiful oat  grass  which  nestles  in  the  hollows  between  the  mimic 
hillocks,  or  catch  a  stubborn  foothold  upon  their  tiny  sum- 
mits. Sometimes  the  myrtle  spreads  its  fragrant  thickets, 
and  here  and  there  a  group  of  sturdy  live  oaks  maintain  a  tri- 
umphant contest  with  the  barren  soil,  or  hold  defiant  head 
against  the  fury  of  the  ocean  winds. 

The  whole  scene  presents  a  picture  of  unique  and  fascina- 
ting beaut}-,  the  boundless  sea  beyond,  sometimes  "with  tem- 
pest tossed,"  more  often  spread  out  smooth  as  a  "summer 
sea;"  the  snowy  banks  like  waves  congealed  when  in  their 
liveliest  motion,  the  crests  or  patches  of  verdure  which  con- 
trast with  the  dazzling  whiteness  of  the  sand  ;  the  still,  un- 
ruffled waters  of  the  sound,  flecked  here  and  there  with  islets 
hidden  awav  under  the  vived  <rreen  of  the  marsh    grass  ;  and

then  beyond  the  forest-skirted  shores  of  the  mainland,  make- 
up a  scene  as  novel  as  it  is  entrancingly  beautiful. 

These  banks  are  cut  through  at  frequent  intervals  by  nar- 
row, navigable  "inlets"  from  the  ocean,  making  a  series  of 
islands  strung  like  pearls  along  the  North  Carolina  coast. 

On  one  of  these  islets,  conspicuous  from  its  group  or  grove 
of  live  oaks,  which  stand  contrasted  against  the  sea  and  sky 
in  picturesque  relief,  is  the  Island  Beach  Hotel.  Really,  it  is 
not  on  one  of  the  banks  islands,  being  separated  from  the 
banks  by  the  "sound,"  which  here  flows  in  a  narrow  channel 
with  a  clear,  emeral  Is  tream,  with  strong  lively  current,  va- 
rying with  each  turn  of  the  tide,  and  filled  with  fish  which  may 
be  seen  at  all  hours  from  the  bridge  wbicb  spans  the  channel, 
breasting  the  stream  without  apparent  motion,  and  strongly 
exciting  tbe  piscatory  instinct. 

On  one  of  these  islands,  between  the  broad  rusb-vcrdured 
waters  of  the  inner  Wrightsville  sound,  and  the  narrower 
channel  referred  to,  stands

with  its  grounds  partially    shaded    by   the  grove  of  live  oaks, 
which  afford  a  pretty  natural  park  ;  the  rest  looking  upon  tbe 
world  of  waters  around  in  unobstructed  view.

This  is  to  be  done  under  the  auspices  of  the  Southern  Inter- 
State  Immigration  Bureau;  and  that  Bureau  owes  its  being  to 
the  Southern  Inter-State  Immigration  Convention,  held  in 
Montgomery,  Ala.,  on  December  12th,  18SS,  confirmed  by  a 
similar  convention  held  in  Asheville,  beginning  December 
17th,  1980. 

These  Conventions,  both  of  them,  were  indorsed  by  the 
highest  authority  in  the  several  States  represented  therein  :

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Trade,  by  Railroad  authorities,  and  also  by  the  respective 
State  Commissioners  of  Immigration,  acquiring  a  sanction  of 
most  imposing  and  authoritative  form.  Moreover,  State  Leg- 
islation freely  lent  its  aid  to  confirm  and  strengthen  all  that 
had  been  done  ;  and  in  so  doing  recognized  the  work  the 
Southern  Inter-State  Immigration  Bureau  had  undertaken  as 
the  most  comprehensive,  intelligent,  and  effective  agency  the 
South  could  employ  to  increase  its  population,  add  to  its  cap- 
ital and  develop  its  resources.  For  the  South  found  itself  in 
possession  of  vast  territory  which  it  was  not  filling  with  its 
own  population;  of  vast  stores  of  mineral  wealth  which  it  had 
not  the  experience,  if  it  had  possessed  the  capital,  to  develop. 
It  had  abundant  water  power  which  was  not  fully  utilized  ;  it 
had  railroads  which  were  not  overburdened  with  freight ;  it 
had  sea-ports  which  were  not  crowded  with  shipping. 

While  the  South  not  only  extends  this  welcome  to  the 
North,  and  urges  its  acceptance,  it  is  not  umindful  that  it 
has  a  duty  to  itself  to  perform  ;  recalled  and  inforced  by  the 
coming,  as  well  as  by  the  preceding  Expositions,  It  has  been 
reproached  for  its  indolence,  censured  for  its  want  of  sagacity, 
and  ridiculed  for  its  insensibility  to  its  good  fortune.  The 
South  is  to  prove  that  it  was  neither  indolence,  stupidity,  nor 
insensibility  that  kept  her  in  the  back  ground.  Before  the 
war  her  energies  were  applied  to  the  great  advantage  of  the 
whole  civilized  world.  After  the  war,  conditions  were 
changed,  ruin  was  upon  her,  and  poverty  for  a  time  pressed 
upon  all  her  energies.  The  South  will  prove  in  these  Expo- 
sitions how  much  of  her  ill  fortune  she  has  retrieved  through 
her  own  energy  and  intelligence,  how  readily  and  successfully 
she  fell  into  new  channels,  how  sagaciously  and  prosperously 
she  applied  her  new  resources.  And  the  Exposition  will  give 
confidence  to  the  steps  she  is  newly  treading,  and  strengthen 
her  to  farther  and  more  magnificent  efforts.
